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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1-2 are in the application. 
Claims 1-2 are rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(a) the invention was known or used by othei^s in this country or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public

States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another fled in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a) as being anticipated by Chilton (US Pub 
2002/0083270). 
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As for claim 1, Chilton describes a system interface, comprising a packet switching 
network (Chilton's Fig 2; page 3 paragraph 30, main switch provides pathways for 
communications between proper sources and destinations in a network-like maimer (routing data 
blocks, packets, frames, cells); a cache memory (Chilton's page 2 paragraph 32 on-board cache); 
a plurality of directors, one portion of such directors being adapted for coupling to 
a host computer/server (Chilton's Fig 2: #54-A) and another portion of the directors being 
adapted for coupling to a bank of disk drives (Chilton's Fig 2: #54-B coupling to disk drive 70- 
B; pageS paragraphs 49, each interface circuit can be configured as a back-end interface circuit 
to connect to a bank of drives as shown in Fig 6); and wherein the plurality of directors and 
cache memory are interconnected through the packet switching network (Fig 2). 

As for claim2, Chihon describes wherein the cache memory includes a plurality of cache 
memory sections, each one of such sections being coupled to a corresponding one of the crossbar 
switches (Chilton's Fig 3: # 66 on-board cache, #68 on-board switch, page 4 paragraph 43 
further describes the on-board switch provides multiple paths to interconnecting front end 
directors to back end directors).
